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LEMPSTER HISTORICAL SOCIETY REPORT 


The project for 1982 was the continuation of repair work to the Town 
Hall. The first work weekend was May 15 & 16. Land was cleared on the 
north side of the building, new top soil was spread, seeded and rolled. 
Brush was cut and hauled to the dump. Clapboards were replaced on 
north and east sides and painted. New sills were placed under south 
and west sides, more work is needed under the tower and near the 
steps. Painting was done on all sides of the building. The back shed 
roof was redone. About 30 people worked that weekend. 


Labor Day was the last work weekend for the year. More exteror 
painting was done. All ceilings on the second story and the kitchen 
floor were painted and upper hall floor was given three coats of var- 
nish.

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LEMPSTER PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


Most of 1982 the Planning Board was busy reviewing the Subdivi- 
sion of the Pitman Farm and Barton Lot on Highland Road. In August 
Abraham Hunter took over as the subdividers agent. The other 
members and alternates voted 3 to 2 with 1 abstention to allow Hunter, 
as far as the Board was concerned to do this. Selectman Frank felt he 
should not stay on the Board and Selectman Thurber has replaced him 
as the Selectman on the Planning Board. Late in December the Board 
granted a conditional approval to the subdivision. 


Warren Heiser and Lee Nethersole each had minor subdivisions 
(two lots) approved along Rte. 10. Mr. David Anderson of Vermont 
proposed subdivising the Hanson property near the Fire House. His 
own investigation of the land led Anderson to withdraw his proposal as 
being unworkable. 


The Board revised the subdivision regulations to conform to recent 
changes in State law and add some basic fire protection provisions. A 
hearing was held in October, and the final draft was being prepared by 
volunteer help, making them nearly ready for printing at the year’s end. 


The Board meets every second Monday at 7:30 p.m. in the Select- 
men’s Office in East Lempster. All are welcome to attend.

REPORT OF THE SOLID WASTE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Solid Waste Study Committee formed to investigate alternatives 
to the Sullivan County Refuse Disposal District. Landfill, Incinerator 
and Recycling Subcommittees were formed to determine the cost and 
feasibility if Lempster were to go it alone. 


The landfill committee studied several possible landfill sights. The 
cost of acquisition, access roads, engineering services, construction, 
operation and maintenance were all considered. 


The incineration committee studied several types of incinerators, 
buildings, waste and ash handling systems. The cost of land, building, 
incinerator, waste and ash handling equipment, operating and main- 
tenance were all considered. 


The recycling committee attended an educational presentation on 
“The Need and Practicality of Recycling” at the Harris Center. Trips 
were made to the Wilton and Cornish recycling centers. Several 
members attended a Resource Recovery Expo at UNH that had a wide 
display of recycling and related information. 


As an experiment seperation barrels were placed at the dump to see 
if the residents of Lempster would participate in a source seperation 
recycling program. One weeks worth of cans and bottles were mea- 
sured with the following results: 172 Ibs. of glass, 33 Ibs. of tin and 11 
Ibs. of aluminum. A questionnaire to gather information on how many 
residents supported the recycling experiment was handed out at the 
September primary, however there were too few people reached for 
the information to be conclusive. 


At the request of the Grange several members presented a talk about 
Our project and recycling in general. The committee spent a day at 
school talking with the children and demonstrating several recycling 
projects in an effort to make them aware of the “re-use” concept. 


As a result of the studies by the landfill and incineration committies it 
was determined that on ado it alone basis the town of Lempster could 
not afford to operate a landfill or incinerator. 


As a result of the studies of the recycling committee and the experi- 
ment at the dump the committee felt that recycling had been well 
received by the town and will save Lempster a part of the total “dump 
bill”. Recycling is not of course a total answer but it should be a very 
definite part of the answer to the solid waste question.

NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


The basic services of Skilled Nursing, Physical Therapy and Home 
Health Aide provided by Newport Area Home Health Agency 
increased slightly during 1982 with some shifts in utilization by indi- 
vidual towns. The Agency has added blood drawing (for analysis) in 
the home to its services. 


The Agency’s Well Child Clinic remains well attended. Adult screen- 
ing clinics were held successfully in Grantham and Goshen in addition 
to the regular sessions in Newport. 


The Agency continues to work in cooperation with the Counseling 
Center of Sullivan County to help those with Mental Health problems. 


Newport Area Home Health Agency staff in cooperation with New 
Hampshire Division of Welfare personnel is providing regular sessions 
for those with special parenting problems. This is part of the Child 
Abuse and Neglect Program which is supported by United Way. 


As anew service in Community Health Promotion and Education the 
Agency sponsored an eight week course on Self Care of the Elderly. 
This program is to be repeated in February, 1983. 


Newport Area Home Health Agency appreciates the support of the 
Towns and will continue to provide high quality service to all those 
who need Home Health Care.

(1982) The Lempster Fire Dept. Inc. has answered 30 calls for this 
year. 16 calls were fire related, 5 of these being structure fires, 5 
chimney fires, 2 brush fires and 4 misc. fires. We also answered one 
false alarm at the school. The 13 remaining calls were FAST Squad 
calls that an engine responded to. These calls amounted to 267.5 man 
hours at fires, 87.6 hours on FAST Squad calls and 5.0 for the false 
alarm. 


It might be interesting to note that from Jan. 14, 1982 through Jan. 
26, 1982, with the temperature never rising above 0° F, the Department 
(consisting of 11 men) answered 5 calls amounting to 112 hours 
fighting fires and an additional 130 hours work putting equipment 
back in shape. 


The Fire Dept. has spent 738 man hours at the station doing all types 
of work. 318.5 hours have gone into training. This does not include 
training received at State Fire Schools, nor does it include FAST 
Squad training. The total number of hours spent this year, including 
fires, FAST Squad calls, etc., is 1,416.5. 


The Department was pleased to be able to purchase a new furnace to 
heat our building. We also purchased a Hale portable pump capable of 
pumping 300 G.P.M. To add to our fire fighting capabilities we have 
purchased 1,000 ft. of 3 inch hose. This hose is a light weight hose 
capable of moving twice the water that our old 2% inch hose could 
move. 
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In the Fall, the Fire Dept. was accepted as a member of the South 
Western Fire Mutual Aid. The headquarters for the Mutual Aid is in 
Keene. 


Our work and dedication proved to the SWFMA that we would be a 
worthy member in their mutual aid and because of that we have now 
made it possible for the Town to receive a5 mile insurance rating. We 
feel this is just another way the Fire Dept. is working to save you, the 
taxpayer, dollars off on insurance premiums.

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1982 FOREST WARDEN REPORT 


In this place usually there is a report from the district with a synopsis 
of fire laws or history of forest fire protection. The fire law can be easily 
explained like this -- If you want to burn anything other than charcoal in 
a container off the ground (barbecue) and the ground isn’t covered with 
snow, you need to see me for a permit. Failure to do so could result in up 
to a$1,000.00 and one year in jail plus damage and suppression costs. 


This past year sixty-two (62) permits were issued as follows: 
14 seasonal--8 cooking (fireplaces) 

5 incinerator 

1 Town brush dump 


48 individual --43 brush 
1 recretional 


3 cooking 
1 debris

None of the “permit fires” got away from the permittee! 


All permit fires were called into Claremont Fire (our dispatch) so that 
there were not any unnecessary fire department runs. Any fire that | 
knew of after snow fell was also passed on. Others have been advised to 
call Claremont Fire (NON emergency number) if they are going to be 
burning on the snow. 


Over 120 unpaid hours were recorded spent on equipment repair, 
pre-permit inspections, training and complaints. 


Hopefully this year with your cooperation we can cut down on the 
number of illegal burns and uncontrolled fires.

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HEAD TEACHER REPORT 
Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School 
1982 


The key to awakening the full capacity of our young minds is in our 
grasp. Each year the change process moves education along in pace 
with the times, creating new methods and facilities for the teaching of 
our youth. To be relevant in a changing world, education must change. 
Progress is a function of the degree of innovation, and the Goshen- 
Lempster School was abound with innovative energy in 1982. Sources 
of the energy were the people of our community, school staff and 
school board, individuals who exhibit a sensitivity to the processes of 
today’s complex society. 


Our greatest natural resource is the young mind, and our greatest 
source of innovation is the people of our community. This was 
exemplified last June when three community members conducted a 
Recycling Workshop for Goshen-Lempster students. The activity is 
illustrative of the introduction of current problems of living, and 
approaches to solutions, to the adults of tomorrow who will ultimately 
be faced with the dilemmas. Mrs. Leana Haubrich demonstrated a 
method for creating drinking glasses and other useful items from 
throw away bottles. Mrs. Laura Richardson showed students how to 
make kites from throw away paper products; she also explained 
Lempster’s recycling method of separating bottles, tin cans and 
aluminum cans. Mrs. Ruth LeClair gave demonstrations of making 
terrariums from plastic bottles and making toys from tin cans and 
aluminum cans. The workshop is indicative of community involvement 
in education, bringing change to the learning process. 


School staff members are continuously involved with change in the 
learning process. They strive to produce that little extra touch that 
entices the student into learning. The product is such activities as the 
Book Fair of last March which was sponsored by Mrs. Cheryl McGinnis 
and Mr. Ronald Purmort. The primary goal of the fair was to encourage 
student interest in reading and building home libraries; a secondary 
goal was to raise funds to establish a high interest/low vocabulary 
book collection for the library. 


Another example of staff innovation is the Campbell Soup Labels for 
Education drive coordinated by Mrs. Rachel Tirrell. She induced 
motivation by sponsoring classroom popcorn parties for the classes 
which were able to bring in enough coupons to match a predetermined 
total, at which time a new contest would begin. The students were 
enthused as they monitored their progress on a graph posted at the 
main entrance, but the most important result was the students’ feeling 
of pride when they purchased equipment with the labels in June. Last 
year 13,000 labels were collected which purchased sports and 
instructional equipment for each classroom. 
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Perhaps the most notable event of the past year was the School 
Board's insightful decision to purchase computers for instruction. The 
computer age has arrived in education, and the Board’s desire was to 
ensure that the school curriculum remain relevant in a rapidly 
changing world. The broad objectives of the computer curriculum are: 
to establish a literacy in computer programming; to expose the student 
to the computer with both an academic and a career theme; to 
encourage the combined use of academic knowledge, deductive logic 
and technology for solving problems; and to create a sense of 
confidence in regards to technology that will accompany the student 
into his/her career life. Recent developments have provided us a great 
opportunity to implement the computer as a tool for teaching ail 
students high level academic skills. 


The momentum of computers in education is so great, and events 
are moving So rapidly, that we must hustle to keep pace. We pray that 
our society is able to guide its rampant technology into continued 
development for humane use. The pace is frightening, but we should 
keep upper most in mind that even though the computer is more 
efficient at coming up with the answers, we are still asking the 
questions. Now we have the responsibility for effectively educating 
our youth for a life with rapidly advancing technology; we must all 
share that responsibility.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Citizens of School Administrative Unit #43: 


The American School Board Journal recently completed its fifth 
annual survey of school board members across the country. More than 
4,200 board members responded to a Survey in which they were asked 
to list the major concerns or problems facing the schools. 


The following concerns were listed along with the percentage of 
responses: 

(1) Lack of financial support - 23.4% 

(2) Declining enrollment - 20.0% 

(3) Parent’s lack of interest - 12.6% 

(4) Use of drugs - 8.6% 

(5) Lack of discipline - 6.2% 

(6) Finding good teachers - 5.8% 

(7) Teachers’ lack of interest - 5.3% 

(8) Disrespect for students and teachers - 4.38% 

(9) Poor curriculum and poor standards - 4.2% 
(10) Pupils lack of interest and truancy - 4.0% 
(11) Large schools and overcrowding - 2.3% 
(12) Crime and vandalism - 1.9% 
(13) Ingegration and busing - 1.4% 


Perhaps local citizens would have a different priority listing, but | 
doubt that the concerns would be very different. | would like to 
mention the first few items and explain how they affect us locally. 


Certainly financial support of the schools is extremely important 
locally since our schools are almost completely funded by local 
property taxes. New Hampshire ranks 50th (last) in the nation in regard 
to State aid to local districts for public education. Each school district 
has to rely almost exclusively on the local property owner for the 
support of schools. That is why there is such a difference in 
educational programs and facilities in this State. This difference is 
going to become greater and greater if the present method of funding 
our schools continues. The wealthy districts will have the better all- 
around programs while the poorer districts will just not be able to keep 
up with their neighbors. 


Our schools have not been seriously affected by large decreases in 
student enrollment. When we have had decreases locally, we have 
tried to appropriately reduce our staff through retirements and normal 
attrition. We don’t expect this to be a serious problem in the future. 


Parental interest in our schools varies according to the different 
activities. In some districts we have very strong support for building 
programs, athletic programs, music activities, honor programs, 
student exchange activities and other special programs as they 
develop, and of course, we encourage all citizens and parents to 
participate actively in any phase of our school program. 
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We have spenta lot of school time and teacher time on the drug and 
alcohol problem. Our schools are very alert to the fact that we need to 
cooperate with all parts of the community to combat this serious 
teenage problem. We are continually trying new programs which we 
hope will effectively educate our students to the serious effects of 
these substances. We will continue to use every available means in this 
area, but we know that the schools cannot do it alone. 


Students generally behave properly in school. But, we always have 
had and continue to have a small element who do not behave as they 
should within the school environment. Unfortunately, our teachers 
and administrators spend a disproportinate amount of their time 
dealing with this small number of students. Some of our schools are 
trying new discipline codes and new behavior modification programs 
specifically designed for these students. We cannot and should not 
spoil the learning environment for the large majority of well behaved, 
good mannered students just because a few continuously misbehave. 


Excellent teachers have always been hard to find. But now, in some 
areas, good teachers and even average teachers are extremely difficult 
to locate. New Hampshire ranks 49th, just above Mississippi, in the 
average pay our teachers receive. The typical teacher in 
Massachusetts earns $5,200 more a year than the same teacher in New 
Hampshire. Why would a teacher or administrator choose to come to 
New Hampshire when 48 other states will pay more for the same work? 


Our school districts have always maintained excellent programs 
with the financial resources available. It is going to be much more 
difficult to accomplish this in the next few years.

Staff Development Report - March 1983 


Staff development is the process in which all school personnel must 
participate in order to maintain their credentials. 


Each staff member must submit an individual in-service plan to his 
administrator with individual goals that are consistent with his/her 
own professional growth, the goals of the school, school district, 
school administrative unit, and the State of New Hampshire. The plan 
is written for a three year period and must be approved by the staff 
members administrator. 


During the time that the plan is written for the staff member he/she 
may attend workshops, conferences, take college courses, participate 
in school visitations, have an article published, serve on curriculum 
committees, etc. 


At the end of each year the staff member will complete an Annual 
Summation of Activities Form so that an accurate record can be kept of 
what activities should be credited for recertification. 


If the staff member has fulfilled his/her plan the administrator will 
recommend to the superintendent that the person is recertified. 


The process begins again, as another three year plan is written and 
specific goals are decided upon.
